Iror the most part the collection con- 
sists of purchases from the remarkable 
discoveries made by Dr. Muncinelli at 
i-itatonia and Suturnia. A group of the 
contents of roughly date sepulchres of 
various periods admirably illustrates 
technical and chronological develop- 
ment. Complete field notes in regard 
to the collection are furnished by Mr. 
Mancinelli. 


At .Savana, Professor Emerson bought 
the contents of a number of Etruscan 
tombs, two of which were opened in 
his presence. 


On a recent journey 
in Tuscany, 


Professor Emerson collected a number 
of palaeolithic and neolithio. imple- 
ments early bronzes, some historical 
bronze and iron weapons, several coins 
of the llbrul series, both Roman and 
Etruscan, and a reclining figure of a 
man, of half life size, on a sarcophagus 
lid, which Professor Emerson describes 
as of remarkable ugliness.
